Mayor and council 
members speak out

East Jordan Mayor Russ Peck re- 
cently released a letter to the public 
outlining his reasons for resigning his 
post at the Oct. 19 city council meeting. 

“Since this spring I have been experi- 
encing a great amountof discontent and 
frustration with certain members of this 
council,” Peck explains in the letter. 

The mayor feels that actions by “cer- 
tain council members” do not promote 
the best interests of East Jordan citi- 
zens. 

In the letter, Peck does not name the 
specific members he is referring to, but 
he lists eight concerns which he says 
are supported by minutes from council 
and committee meetings. 

Among the charges peck levels at 
council members are nepotism, exer- 
cising too much personal control in city 
business, continual badgering of city 
employees and violation of the Open 
Meetings Act of 1976. 

Peck calls his resignation “a way to 
inform the citizens of East Jordan of a 
great injustice against you by the people 
you elected to act in your best interest.” 

Peck intends to retum to the office of 


mayor if he is re-elected on Nov. 2. No 
one filed to oppose Peck, although an 
eleventh hour campaign was launched 
to write-in former East Jordan mayor | 
Harry Watson. 

“He doesn’t approach us face-on,” 
said council member Guy Vallance of 
the conflict with mayor. “He comes at 
us from behind.” 

Vallance indicated that the letter was 
an example, as Peck submitted a copy 
to only one council member, mayor pro 
tem Greg Chappuies. 

“Why would Inottalk tomy friends?” 
Vallance continued. “Peck does, at the 
bar—he tries to run the city from there.” 

Council member Ruth Gee com- 
mented that council membership was 
polled about questionable meetings at a 
recent council meeting. The poll was 
taken in response to a memo by City 
clerk Kathy O’Rear. 

“Every council member, including 
the mayor, responded that to the best of 
their knowledge, they had never will- 
ingly violated the Open Meetings Act,” 
said Gee. 

In response to Peck’s accusations, 
Gee said, “I do think that the less you

About 18 months ago, 
East Jordan photographer 
Karen Walker was read- 
ing an article in Scien- 
tific American. The ar- 
ticle, “Painting in Color 
Without Pigments” de- 
scribed amethod of paint- 
ing with photographic 
chemicals, developed by 
Dominic Man-Kit Lam. 

The author experi- 
mented with the tech- 
nique, using black and 
white photographic pa- 
per until he invented a 
unique array of colors. 
He went on to produce 
scores of “paintings” in 
an abstract style. 

A colleague from 
Eastman Kodak Re- 
search Laboratory coined 
a term to describe Man- 
Kit Lam’s technique, 
“chromoskedasic” paint- 
ing. 

The term is derived 
from Greek, meaning 
color by light scattering. 
It works because silver 
salts in the photographic 
paper form tiny particles 
when exposed to chemi- 
cal and light. 

The idea enthralled 
Walker. She began her 
own experimentation, 
developing a palette of 
colors, learning to ma- 
nipulate the colors. 

“I always really en- 
joyed working in black 
and white because I could

I can remember 
the beautiful old orchard and home left there when 
abandoned by the Andy Densmore family. - 

Apples you never hear of now were in abundance; 
to name a few: Yellow Transparent, Duchess (both 
Sweet and sour), Banana and Strawberry (named for 
the taste), Russet (a beautiful tasting rust colored 
affair), Leafriver(sp.), a greatthree-inch pumpkinlike 
job, good fornothing but apple sauce or throwing over 
the hill. 

Last but not least, was the Ben Davis. My Dad Hugh 
had astory on that one. It seems a family put some Ben 
Davis apples in a pit, moved away and came back 10 
years later and found them as good as when he buried 
them; unfortunately, they were no good at the start. 

Old State Road used to go up the gulch just north of 
the cemetery. It was sandy and impossible to climb in 
high gear with the Ford Model T. When heavy road 
machinery came north, they cut straight east over the 
hill just south of the John Hebden place. 

That reminds me. In 1905, one of the Hebden boys 
was reading The Torch to his nearly blind grandfa- 
ther. ‘The New Antrim County Court House will cost 
around Five Oh Oh Oh — Gee whiz grandpa, look at 
the ohs!””

The next stretch of Reward Road was along Derenzy 
Road to the Airport area. I can remember Dad and his 
brother Harrison getting the Model T up to 35 miles 
per hour, after the gravel and crushed stone packed 
down.

Incidentally, that stone crusher sure was a noisy 
beast. 

Our family went to the Detroit area in 1924, Ididn’t 
get back to Antrim County ‘til 1936. Wow! What a 
change! Paved roads, M-66 between East Jordan and 
Mancy past Chestonia and Green River, the big pile of 
sawdust and tin cans at Chestonia biodegraded, and 
the old store and gas pump at Chestonia completely 
gone. 

Men and girls, those Densmore apples sure made 
good cider.

Survey shows NMC grads do well 


Graduates of Northwestern Michigan College are 
successful in the workplace and at four-year univer- 
sities, according to two surveys reported to the NMC 
Board of Trustees at Oct. 25 meeting. 

A survey of 1992 graduates shows that 93.2 percent 
are employed and 68 percent work in a job related to 
their educational training. Most grads (87 percent) 
have found employment in northwestem lower Michi- 
gan. Additional course work is being pursued by 55 
percent of NMC grads. 

A survey of students who attended NMC between 
1989 and 1992 and then transferred to four-year 
universities shows that 85 percent felt NMC prepared 
them for transfer and 86 percent were pleased with 
course transferability. Ninety percent would encour- 
age others to attend NMC. 

NMC transfer students are achieving success at 


four-year institutions, boasting grade point averages 
after the first semester of 3.3 at the University of 
Michigan, 3.09 at Michigan Technological Univer- 
sity, 2.99 at Eastern Michigan University, and 2.91 at 
Michigan State University. 

Student comments were generally enthusiastic about 
the education received at NMC. “NMC saved me 
money,” wrote one student, and I was able to take the 
basic college courses in much smaller classes where 
I felt I learned more.” 

The Board of Trustees also received a good report 
on financial practices at NMC. Mr. Patrick Curtin of 
BDO Seidman issued a clean audit for the second year 
in a row and the second time in the college’s history. 
“NMC is in sound financial condition,” Curtin said, 
“and all accounting practices are in conformity with 
generally-accepted accounting principles.”

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East Jordan football — playoff bound!

East Jordan finally got its chance to make the 
Michigan High School Football Postseason, and with 
alittle help from some friends, they made the most of 
their opportunities. Now, they get to visit the Dome in 
Marquette. 

The first key to making the playoffs came right at 
Boswell Field, where Charlevoix had to give up its 
piece of the playoff puzzle. East Jordan put the 
pressure on early, Josh Pepin popping in from 20 


yards out for the 6-O lead. This came after Charlevoix. 


moved the opening kickoff downfield to scoring 
territory, only to lose the ball on a fumble in the end 
zone. 

Charlevoix recovered and scored, missing their 
extra point as well for a 6-6 tie. East Jordan then 
revved up the Carl Redmer to Steve Wiltfong express, 
sent it to the goal, and arrived with a 35-yard scoring 
play and a 12-6 lead. The score stayed there through- 
out halftime, while Superintendent Chip Hansen, 
doing a fine job as field announcer, updated the crowd 
on the games that could keep Red Devils hot in the 
postseason. 

East Jordan, knowing their season could end, came 
out ready to do their part. Josh Pepin ran off a quick 
14 yards; Yaro Middaugh popped for 10; Pepin put 
the pasta to good use (I’ll explain later), going four 
and 16 yards; and Chad Raymond spelled Pepin with 
anine-yard burst. Then Pepin, the main cog inthe Red 
Devil machine, pushed twice, going one and five 
yards, delivering the touchdown, taking the handoff 
for the score from Redmer, who had Charlevoix all 
over him as the ball was exchanged. 

The conversion looked like Pepin, but was an 
option from him to Middaugh, putting East Jordan 
ahead 20-6. 

Pepin’s fumble recovery on the next set of Red 
Rayder plays had both teams trading the ball into the

East Jordan, meanwhile, moved again. Pepin had 
runs of 21, 6 and 7 yards setting up Nate McWatters 
fornine yards to the one. Jerry Neuman went the final — 
three feet for the score, putting the Red Devils up 26-

With 1:47 left in the game, the superintendent

Charlevoix had moved to within the 10 in the 
meantime, but penalties had backed them upto the 25.

With 29.1 seconds on the clock, possibly the final 
half minute in the season, East Jordan heard the 
halftime score from Onaway again, Kalkaska up 7-6; 
then suddenly, the final: Kalkaska 26, Onaway ... 6! 

Bedlam ensured, with the crowd, players and coaches 
all erupting. Coach Al Peterson jumped into the cold 
October sky, coming down with a playoff team sur- 
rounding him and a responsive crowd acknowledging 
the first-ever East Jordan football team to make the 
playoffs. 

The last 29 seconds ticked away, and when the 
zeroes were all neatly aligned on the board, the field 
was filled with a frenzy of East Jordan faithful, all 
proud of the distinguished efforts their team. 

Josh Pepin finished with 226 yards and 11 tackles 
on defense, with Matt Sherman, Kevin Rebec and 
Aaron Otis, (the Hit Machine) all delivering when 
needed.

What should have been a celebration was tempered 
by injury, Corey Case collapsing inthe second quarter 
putting a somber mood on a momentous day for the 
Bellaire Eagles football team.

by a pass to Gallagher, short of the first down. 
After a timeout, Bellaire was preparing to punt 
when Case went to his knees, then collapsed. Anxious 


moments went by as medical personal worked on 


Corey, while coach George Pratt conferred with Tro- 
jan players to see who hit him previously and if they 
had noticed anything out of the ordinary. 

Case was taken by ambulance to Eastport, then 
flown to Munson. On the way out, Case was an- 
nounced as being alert and reactive in the ambulance. 

Shaken, the Eagles punted, trading Chad Pletcher’s 
interception forthe Trojans with a Heath Meir fumble 
recovery for Bellaire to end the half.

Workshops often have the reputation for being 
messy (at least that’s what my husband keeps telling 
me) but Dale’s didn’t fit that description. Everything 
was very organized and orderly.

Dale’s working years revolved around his body 
shop in Bellaire, starting in 1945. He raced cars and 
made some show Cars, but primarily worked at mak- 
ing a living. 

Over the years he has also built three houses. It 
wasn’t until after he retired that Dale started working 
with wood and found a love and talent he wasn’t even 
aware of. Now, with this new determination to keep 
moving and stay busy, he spends many hours at it, 
turning out an impressive amount of quality work. 

“He’s a perfectionist,” Barbara confided, ‘‘and he 
looks at anew idea or pattern as a challenge. He really 
doesn’t like to make the same thing twice.” On 
occasion, though, he has. He created a beautiful hand 
mirror for a relative in Montana and the word got 
around. Before he was done, he had made 60 mirrors. 

A similar story lies behind his painted wagon. He 
made the first one, a duplicate for a friend, and then a 
third for a surgeon who wanted one no matter what the 
price. 

When I went back into their home to catch a look at 
one of those popularhand mirrors, I walked by a piano 
and an organ. Dale had neglected to mention he plays 
both without benefit of formal lessons as he plays by 
ear! 

As eft his shop, I couldn’t help being struck by the 
contrast in Dale’s life. After years of bumping out 
fenders, he now spends his time crafting beautiful 
objects from wood. If I have other “Neighbors” like 
Dale, future interviews should be no problem.

It was determined that the large pile to be burned 
was not brush as Stump claimed, but trash, including 
furniture, mattresses and other non-bumables. 

Postmus agreed to meet with Stump to help her 
determine the proper method of disposal for the items.
